Business forecasters are beginning to sound lik e the 
weather forecasters who predict partial cloudiness in the 
morning and partial clearing in the afternoon. The distinc­ 
tion between partially cloudy and partially clear may mak e 
sense to the weatherman, but it sounds lik e gibberish to the 
av erage person. 
The principal difference between business and weather 
forecasting is that the weatherman can forget yesterday’s 
mistak es, blithely tak e a new look at his maps and 
Instruments and come up with a fascinating new meteorolog­ 
ical v ision that is entertaining if not accurate. Since we liv e 
in a world of “managed economies’*, the consequences of 
confusion and mistak es made by economic planners and 
forecasters can be serious and ev en disastrous. 
Early last year, the President’s Council of Economic 
Adv isers issued an appraisal of 19 66, “based upon a careful 
judgment of the defense requirements imposed by our 
commitments in Viet Nam and throughout the world.” In 
the light of subsequent ev ents, that appraisal has become a 
classic example of miscalculation. 
Ip the Council’s judgment, 19 66, all things considered, was 
expected to v indicate the practicability of the new ec^ 
nomics. The Council noted that fiscal policy aimed, to av oid 
inflation and bottleneck s”. Hence it foresaw 
no major 
departure from the 1.8 per cent increase m ov erall prices in 
19 65.” It foresaw no significant change in the v alue of 
residential construction. Abroad, as well as at borne, things 
were under control.

The report cited the “improv ed situation of sterling , and 
cheerfully noted, "the U.S. has the 
means to continue the sharp improv ement effected last year 
in bringing its balance of payments into equilibrium. 
In the words of Barron’s, a national business and financial 
week ly, ‘‘the President’s Council of Economic Adv isers 
prov ^ wrong across-the-board.

How does it happen that the nation’s allegedly foremost 
body of economic experts, adv isers to the President, can be 


80 wrong? Many reasons hav e been giv en. 
Apologists blamed the failure on the Pentagon which 
underestimated the cost of the war in Viet Nam.

Others hav e cited the inadequacies of v arious gov ernment 
ind ict on which the Council based its forec^ts. 
Still others trace the failure of the Council to the 
inescapable fact that it’s work has 
politics and economics. Again, in the words of Barron

from seek ing to appraise business and financial trends, a 
difficult task at best, CEA’s three wise men hav e been more 
concerned with defending the worthless guidelines and 
meddling with wages and prices.” 
' Regardless of the reasons or the excuses, there is no 
denying that miscalculations by high policy mak ers in 
gov ernment, who wield unprecedented taxing, spending and 
regulatory authority ov er the liv es of the American people, 
seriously disrupted the mark etplace. 
The big question now is, can the science of the new 
economics re-establish its image as a superior manager of 
human affairs? 
Unlik e those of the weather forecaster, its mistak es will 
be with us for a long time to come.

Little remains of the once powerful colonial powers of 
Europe. What is left of the activ e colonies can be counted on 
to giv e their ov erseers frequent tpuble.

Portugal presently is engaged in an example of colonial 
pride ov erriding the future best interests of the mother 
country. Macao, a Portuguese colony on the China mainland, 
has been part of Portugal’s empire since 1557. 
It has almost no economic significance to Portugal, but 
because of the long history of ties between the two, Lisbon 
has been mak ing enemies of its friends and attempting to 
mak e a friend of its enemy. Macao, lik e the British 
protectorate of Hong Kong, remains totally dependent upon 
the whims of Communist China for its freedom. 
Pek ing is exacting a heav y price in the case of Macao. It 
demanded, and receiv ed from Portugal, sev en persons 
accused as Nationalist Chinese spies. Although Nationalist 
China has not brok en diplomatic relations with Lisbon, it 
has come to the v erge of doing so. 
Another concession Pek ing demanded and receiv ed was 
the closing down of all anti-communist organizations in 
Macao. Since this inv olv ed almost all Nationalist Chinese 
offices, this mov e did nothing to improv e Portugal’s image 
in the eyes of the Free Chinese. 
Macao’s troubles began last Nov ember 15, when a number 
of pro-communist riots were staged and caused some deaths. 
There is no indication ev en now that Pek ing has ended its 
demands. Obv iously, it has found a lev erage to use against 
two allies of the West, and it can be expected to continue to 
use it. 
Portugal is mak ing a mistak e in forsak ing its relationship 
with the Free Chinese to appease the Reds. Admittedly, 
Macao’s v alue to Lisbon is more historical and psychological 
than economic. And after more and more concessions hav e 
beèn made, what guarantee is there that Red China will not 
seize the colony anyway? 
Appeasement, for whatev er immediate purposes, seldom 
work s in the end. It inv olv es the abandonment of integrity 
k nd honor.

The number of gun accidents 
within toe home seems to be 
rising yearly despile the con- 
c e n t rated educational cam­ 
paigns that try to teach gun 
safety. It is accepted toat some 
firearms of all k inds may be 
necessary in a home. 
If they are, responsible people 
will foUow toe directions for 
k eeping them free of lethal 
bullets and away from the 
curious grasps of children. Un­ 
less these protectiv e measures 
are tak en there will always be 
an “open season” on human 
liv es. 
Prev entiv e medicine to sav e 
and spare a life is toe ultimate 
foal of the practice of medicine, 
’rev entiv e gunnery must simi­ 
larly 
be classed if such a 
pathetic waste of liv es is to be 
stopped.

Almost ev eryone has a cer­ 
tain amount of fear about this 
health. It is strange that so 
many people tak e their health 
for granted. It is only when 


they are depriv ed of it that they 
realize the importance of the 
possession of good health. 
Thè chronic complainer Of 
real or fancied illness, the 
hypochondriac, has a great pre­ 
occupation with his own health. 
The hypochondriac sometimes 
taxes the patience of his friends 
and family by his concentration 
on himself. Ev en doctors some­ 
times become impatient by toe 
v aried complaints o i such a 
person. 
It must be understood that the 
hypochondriac who jumps from 
symptom to symptom is toe 
v ictim of a v ery real illness to 
him. He cannot casually be told 
to forget about his complaints. 
Neither can he be shamed into 
discouragement without sympa­ 
thetic understanding. 
The hypochondriac is being 
dev italized by his fears. He 
must be encouraged to seek 
E 
sychological guidance for 
a 
etter 
understanding 
of 
toe 
emotional distress which shows 
itself in some bodily symptom. 
The chronic complainer is too 
often disbeliev ed when and if he 
ev er does dev elop a real phy­ 
sical illness. The hypochondriac 
is just as prone to a fracture, 
pneumonia and liv er disease a s 
is the non-complainer. 
It is for this reason that 
doctors seek to uncov er 
to e 
psychological basis for hypo­ 
chondriasis. They listen care- 
fuUy and permit toe patients to 
express themselv es freely, tous 
allev iating many of their un­ 
found fears. 
S y m pathetic 
understanding 
without ov erindulgence can di­ 
rect toe hypochondriac to psy­ 
chological support and help hint 
to function again as a healthy 
human being.

Here is a fíne example of the 
art of card reading. Let’s say 
you hav e the East hand and 
partner leads a diamond. Dum­ 
my plays the queen, which you 
win with the ace, 
and the 
question is what to do next. You 
should not automatically return 
partner’s suit, especially since 
declarer, by playing the queen, 
appears to be trying to get you 
to do so. 
Note that in the actual hand, 
if you lead back a diamond, 
South mak es nine trick s—two 
spades, a heart, two diamonds 
and four clubs. 
Howev er, the proper return of 
a low heart defeats the con- 


tract, 
and 
the 
question 
is 
whether you can tell this from 
the information at hand. 
The first thing to do before 
mak ing the next play is attempt 
to get a count on declarer’s 
distribution, and the best way of 
accomplishing this is by analyz­ 
ing the suits one by one. 
Thus, you can cwiclude that 
South 
started with precisely 
four diamonds. This is easily 
arriv ed at when you consider 
that West led the three, pre­ 
sumably his fourty best card. 
He is bound to hav e a lower 
diamond, the deuce, because if 
South had the deuce he would 
hav e fiv e diamonds, which is 
impossible on the bidding. 
You lik ewise k now from the 
bidding that South has three 
spades, neither more nor less. 
(He would hav e raised spades 
again with four of them.) That 
accounts f or sev en of his 
thirteen cards. 
There is also a strong pre­ 
sumption that South has exactly 
four clubs, not only because he 
bid the suit but because he 
would most probably hav e rebid 
a 
notrump 
ov er toe 
spade 
response with 3-3-4-3 distribu­ 
tion. He cannot hav e fiv e clubs 
because that would giv e him a 
singleton heart — also impossi­ 
ble on the bidding. 
It t he r e f or e follows that 
South’s distribution is 3-2-4-4. So 
at trick two you shift to a low 
heart, which West wins with the 
queen. He leads back his fourth 
best heart, to which you follow 
low, and South must now go 
down one.

BORN TODAY 
Abolitionist a nd statesman 
Frederick Douglass was born at 
Tuck ahoe, Md., in 1817. The son 
of a slav e mother and unk nown 
white father, he was himself a 
slav e in Balti­ 
more until 1838, 
when he escaped 
and fled to New 
Bedford, Mass., 
where he earned 
his liv ing doing 
odd jobs. 
In 
r u n ning 
away, Douglass 
v iolated the Fug­ 
itiv e Slav e Law 
and at any lime 
could hav e been 
captured and r e t u r n e d to 
slav ery. 
As a protection against being 
traced, he dropped his slav e 
name, Frederick A u gu s t u s 
Washington Bailey, and took a 
new one — Frederick Douglass 
— a name destined to be k nown 
all 
ov er 
America 
within 
a 
decade. 


i 


He became a speak er for the 
a n t i-slav ery 
mov ement 
and 
later wrote an account of his 
experience as a slav e, “Narra­ 
tiv e of the Life of Frederick 
Douglass.” 
Wide acceptance of the book 
here 
and abroad made the 
obscure ex-slav e famous and 
enabled him to buy his freedom. 
At the outbreak of the Civ il 
War, Douglass met with Presi­ 
dent Lincoln and agreed to help 
raise a Negro regiment. His 
own two sons were the first to 
enlist. 
When the war was ov er he 
work ed to obtain full rights for 
Negroes in the South. 
A loyal Republican, Douglass 
was 
rewarded 
with 
sev eral 
gov ernment posts, 
the 
most 
important of which was that of 
American resident minister and 
consul general in Haiti. 
Others born today are authors 
Charles Dick ens and Sinclair 
Lewis, actor Eddie Brack en.

State Ignores 
Township Protest 


Bids will be tak en June 7 in 
Lansing for the controversial 
St. Joseph Penetrator ex tending 
from 1-94 to the south city 
limits of St. Joseph, the Mich­ 
igan Roads and Construction 
magazine has reported. 
The bids wü l be tak en in two 
parts—one for the interchange 
at 1-94 and the other for tiie 2.2 
miles of grading and drainage 
structures and paving of the 
four-lane, divided highway to 
the south St. Joseph city limits. 
Bids will be let for the 
widening and other road work 
in St. Joseph tomorrow in 
Lansing. That project calls for 
widening Niles avenue from 
Midwqy north to Winchester 
streets and repaving Port street 
from Main to Church streets. 
There will be a one-way system 
set up between Main and Wayne 
streets with traffic to be east- 
bound on Ship street and west­ 
bound on Port street in S. 
Joseph. 
CONTROVERSIAL DESIGN 
There is no indication the 
state highway department has 
changed the design of the 
intersection at the south city 
limits where Niles avenue (US- 
33), Hilltop road, Lydia and 
Van Brunn drives all merge in 
a relatively small area. 
The St. Joseph township board 
has gone on record opposing the 
design of this intersection and 
has ask ed the U.S. Secretary of 
Commerce to step in and halt 
the project. 
Last night St. Joseph Town­ 
ship Attorney John 
Cro w re- 
ported that copies of the re­ 
solutions had arrived in Wash­ 
ington and that Cong.

Sweeping Changes 
Are Suggested 
In Blunt Analysis

A Pandora’s box appears to 
be open in a blunt analysis of 
the Benton Harbor police de­ 
partment. 
A survey ordered last August 
by the city commission was 
delivered last night. It was 
accepted with little comment, 
but detailed discussion is sche­ 
duled nex t week when the 
commission holds an ex ecutive 
session with two Michigan State 
University 
graduate 
students 
who compiled the report. 
P r e l i m inary ex amination 
shows that many changes are 
recommended i n police de­ 
partment administration 
and 
procedures without increasing 
the current force of 40 men. An 
opinion poll of policemen in­ 
dicates Ihe officers themselves 
hold the department in low 
regard. 
Authors of the report are 
John K. Longstreth of the MSU 
Institute for Community De­ 
velopment and Services and 
School of Police Administra­ 
tion; and Bruce Olson of the 
Institute for Community De 
velopment and Services. Olson 
formerly was a member of the 
Berk eley, Calif., 
police de 
partment. 
Longstreth 
is 
on 
leave from the Kansas City, 
Mo., force. 
$185 PER COPY 
Twenty copies of the report 
were delivered to the commis­ 
sion. Cost 
the survey rep­ 
resents about $185 for each of 
the 114 page copies. The study 
was authorized last summer as 
the commission acted on what it 
considered a rising crime rate. 
The report confirms that crime 
in Benton Harbor rank s way 
above the U.S. average, fewer 
cases are cleared by arrest and 
the city has more policemen 
than most municipalities its 
size. 
A questionnaire answered by 
officers showed that 27 of 29 
respondents regard pay and 
morale as the top problems. 
Also high on the list of prob­ 
lems are community relations, 
quality of equipment, leadership 
and coordination. 
‘PRESSURE’ HIT 
A rather startling result was 
that 22 officers regard the 
dropping of charges through 
political pressure as a problem 
area. Four had no opinion and 
three considered that it was not 
generally a problem. 
A somewhat lesser problem is 
understanding 
r e c e n t court- 
imposed changes in laws of 
arrest, search and seizure. The 
answering officers a ppe a r e d 
best satisfied with the de­ 
partment’s records system and 
Ueutenant’s support of their 
men. 
Conclusions o n police de­ 
partment size and financing 
are; 
1. Benton Harbor’s total per 
capita police budget is less than 
the national average. (The re­ 
port suggests money is spent 
for 
salaries at ex pense of 
equipment and training.) 
2. Benton Harbor has more 
police employes per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation than three-fourths of 
other U.S. cities its size. 
3. Among comparable U.S. 
cities in population, 
Benton 
Harbor’s salaries are average 
for beginning patrolmen and 
above average at the top pay 
for patrolmen. But among seven 
Michigan cities its size,—18,500 
to 20,500 —Benton Harbor rank s 
at the bottom for rook ie pa­ 
trolmen and below average for 
top patrolmen’s salaries. It also 
is nex t to the lowest of seven 
Michigan cities in max imum 
sergeants’ pa y 
and 
lowest 
among four that have lieuten- 
ans’ grades. 
EYES SALARIES 
The report states; 
“The present salary structure 
tends to have good holding pow­ 
er for police employes. The sur­ 
vey team is reluctant to mak e a 
recommendation for salary in­ 
crease if this increase is not 
a c companied by meaningful 
changes in departmental policy 
and procedure.’’ 
A base pay of $8,000 for 
pa t rolmen in professionally 
oriented departments is called 
justified. 
B e n t o n 
Harbor’s 
max imum f o r patrolmen is 
$6,110. 
“It is our recommendation 
that the city commission con­ 
sider k eying a 5 per cent annual 
salary increase for each of 
three years to the level of

COUNQL DELAYS DEa SION 
S.J. Ho using Insp ectio n: 
Vo lunta ry Or Co mp ulso ry? 


A final city commission deci­ 
sion on St. Joseph’s contro­ 
versial housing inspection pro­ 
gram was delayed two more 
week s Monday night. 
The item was on the commis­ 
sion’s agenda after being tabled 
Jan. 9 for four week s. Acting in 
response to pressure from fed­ 
eral urban renewal officials, the 
commission is apparently plan­ 
ning to put unspecified modifi­ 
cations in the program and 
mak e it mandatory. 
The ordinance covering the 
inspections has always made 
them mandatory, but in response 
to strong public protests last 
summer, the commission made 
their conduct voluntary. 
RESIDENTS BALK 
Following that decision, the 
number of inspections dropped 
sharply because residents have 
refused inspectors admittance. 
This has prompted urban re­ 
newal officials to urge St. 
Joseph to step up the inspection 
program to insure continuatioo 
of federal funds for the city’s 
redevelopment program. 
The philosophy of the inspec­ 
tions is to prevent deterioration 
in portions of cities not being 
redeveloped with federal funds. 
Mayor William Rill said he 
understood there were “one or 
two details still to be work ed 
out*’ in the revised program and 
suggested the two-week delay 
might be in order because City 
Manager Leland L. Hill will be 
out of town the rest of this 
week . 
OPPOSES PROGRAM 
Commissioner C. A. Tobias, 
who has staunchly fought the 
inspection pr o gr a m on the 
grounds that “a man’s home is 
his castle,’’ moved for the 
delay. It was adopted on a 


unanimous vote. 
Contrary to the strong public 
outcry last spring, nobody at­ 
tended the meeting last night to 
speak on the inspections.

The ambulance was to 
be donated by Calv in Funeral 
home, without cost.

Timmer 
saw

potential flaws in the county 
plan. 
LACKS VOLUNTEERS 
He said the city does not hav e 
enough v olunteer firemen to be 
av ailable on a 24-hour basis and 
suggested 
that 
an 
additional 
fuU-time fireman be hired for 
this serv ice. “ There could con­ 
ceiv ably be a problem if we 
hav e a fire and ambulance run 
at the same tim e,” he said. 
Timmer 
said

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


—Gov. Ronald Reagan's requesl 
that the state's 169,000 employes 
volunteer to work on Lincoln1! 
and Washington's birthday holi 
days without extra pay, has 
started another controversy. 


"While this should not be con- 


strued as a mandatory order," 
a memo Monday from the new 
Republican 
governor's 
office 


said, "it is suggested that all 
offices be kept open and that 
any employe who voluntarily 
chooses to come to work may do 
so." 


Reagan cited the state's fi- 


nancial problems as the reason 
for the move. The employes 
would get no extra pay or com- 
pensatory time off for working 
the holidays, Feb. 13, the day 
after 
Lincoln's birthday and 


Feb. 22, Washington's birthday 
PROPOSAL BLASTED 


The governor's memo said the 


move was designed to "achieve 
maximum work-load output for 
the dollars spent by the vstale." 


Bud Aronson, secretary treas- 


urer of the State Employes Un- 
ion, AFL-CIO, immediately an- 
nounced that his members will 
be urged not to give up their 
holidays. 


"This looks like a form of in- 


voluntary servitude," Aronson 
said. 


The California Employes As- 


sociation labeled the governor's 
request "ridiculous, uneconomi- 
cal, ill-timed and unworkable."

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CALL TO ARMS 


Weatherman Is Not The 


Only Wrong Guesser 


Business forecasters are beginning to sound like the 


weather forecasters who predict partial cloudiness in the 
morning and partial clearing in the afternoon. The distinc- 
tion between partially cloudy and partially clear may make 
sense to the weatherman, but it sounds like gibberish to the 
average person. 


The principal difference between business and weather 


forecasting is that the weatherman can forget yesterday's 
mistakes, blithely take a new look at his maps and 
instruments and come up with a fascinating r>e\v meteorolog- 
ical vision that is entertaining if not accurate. Since we live 
in a world of "managed economies", the consequences of 
confusion and mistakes made by economic planners and 
forecasters can be serious and even disastrous. 


Early last year, the President's Council of Economic 


Advisers issued an appraisal of 1966, "based upon a careful 
judgment of the defense requirements imposed by our 
commitments in Viet Nam and throughout the world." In 
the light of subsequent events, that appraisal has become a 
classic example of miscalculation. 


In the Council's judgment, 1966, all things considered, was 


expected to vindicate the practicability of the new eco- 
nomics. The Council noted that fiscal policy aimed, to avoid 
inflation and bottlenecks". Hence it foresaw 
no major 


departure from the 1.8 per cent increase in overall prices m 
1965." It foresaw no significant change in the value of 
residential construction. Abroad, as well as at home, things 
were under control. 


The report cited the "improved situation of sterling", and 


cheerfully noted, "the U.S. has the determination and the 
means to continue the sharp improvement effected last year 
in bringing its balance of payments into equilibrium. 


In the words of Barren's, a national business and financial 


weekly, "the President's Council of Economic Advisers 
proved wrong across-the-board. 


"By midsummer the pound had to be rescued again; the 


dollar is still in trouble. 


"Because its theoretical estimates of capacity bore scant 


resemblance to the realities of the production line, swollen 
civilian and military demand swiftly led to shortages and 
bottlenecks. 


"Wholesale and retail prices have risen by at least twice 


the official forecasts. Inventories have piled up at a record- 
breaking $16 billion annual rate. 


-"Apparently insatiable borrowers forced interest rates to 


the highest level in a generation and pushed the capital 
market by late summer to the brink of what officialdom now 
concedes was a crisis. Stockholders have lost over $150 
billion." 
^ 


How does it happen that the nation's allegedly foremost 


body of economic experts, advisers to the President, can be 
so wrong? Many reasons have been given. 
Apologists blamed the failure on the Pentagon which 


underestimated the cost of the war in Viet Nam. 


Others have cited the inadequacies of various government 


indices on which the Council based its forecasts. 


Still others trace the failure of the Council to the 


inescapable fact that it's work has become a mixture o± 
politics and economics. Again, in the words of Barron a, a ar 
from seeking to appraise business and financial trends, a 
difficult task at best, CEA's three wise men have been more 
d-orfcerned with defending the worthless guidelines and 
meddling with wages and prices." 
' Regardless of the reasons or the excuses, there is no 
'denying that miscalculations by high policy makers in 
government, who wield unprecedented taxing, spending and 
regulatory authority over the lives of the American people, 
seriously disrupted the marketplace. 
" The big question now is, can the science of the new 
'economics re-establish its image as a superior manager of 
.human affairs? 
.-.Unlike those of the weather forecaster, its mistakes will 
••be with us for a long time to come. 


Appeasing Peking 


' • Little remains of the once powerful colonial powers of 
'Europe. What is left of the active colonies can be counted on 
,to give their overseers frequent trouble. 


-Portugal presently is engaged in an example of colonial 


pride overriding the future best interests of the mother 
'country. Macao, a Portuguese colony on the China mainland, 
has been part of Portugal's empire since 1557. 


It has almost no economic significance to Portugal, but 


because of the long history of ties between the two, Lisbon 
has been making enemies of its friends and attempting to 
make a friend of its enemy. Macao, like the British 
protectorate of Hong Kong, remains totally dependent upon 
the whims of Communist China for its freedom. 


Peking is exacting a heavy price in the case of Macao. It 


demanded, and received from Portugal, seven persons 
accused as Nationalist Chinese spies. Although Nationalist 
China has not broken diplomatic relations with Lisbon, it 
"has come to the verge of doing so. 


' Another concession Peking demanded and received was 
the closing down of all anti-communist organizations in 
-Macao. Since this involved almost all Nationalist Chinese 
offices, this move did nothing to improve Portugal's image 
in the eyes of the Free Chinese. 
'. Macao's troubles began last November 15, when a number 


.'of pro-communist riots were staged and caused some deaths. 
: There is no indication even now that Peking has ended its 
demands. Obviously, it has found a leverage to use against 
two allies of the West, and it can be expected to continue to 
.'use it. 


Portugal is making a mistake in forsaking its relationship 


-•with the Free Chinese to appease the Reds. Admittedly, 
Macao's value to Lisbon is more historical and psychological 
than economic. And after more and more concessions have 


; been made, what guarantee is there that Red China will not 
Seize the colony anyway? 
• .Appeasement, for whatever immediate purposes, seldom 


'•works in the end. It involves the abandonment of integrity 
£n'd honor. 


Burdensome

Here is a fine example of the 


art of card reading. Let's say 
you have the East hand and 
partner leads a diamond. Dum- 
my plays the queen, which you 
win with the ace, and 
the 


question is what to do next. You 
should not automatically return 
partner's suit, especially since 
declarer, by playing the queen, 
appears to be trying to get you 
to do so. 


Note that in the actual hand, 


if you lead back a diamond, 
South makes nine tricks— two 
spades, a heart, two diamonds 
and four clubs. 


However, the proper return of 


a low heart defeats the con- 


tract, 
and 
the 
question 
is 


whether you can tell this from 
the information at hand. 


The first thing to do before 


making the next play is attempt 
to get a count on declarer's 
distribution, and the best way of 
accomplishing this is by analyz- 
ing the suits one by one. 


Thus, you can conclude that 


South 
started with 
precisely 


four diamonds. This is easily 
arrived at when you consider 
that West led the three, pre- 
sumably his fourth best card. 
He is bound to have a lower 
diamond, the deuce, because if 
South had the deuce he would 
have five diamonds, which is 
impossible on the bidding. 


You likewise know from the 


bidding that South has three 
spades, neither more nor less. 
(He would have raised spades 
again with four of them.) That 
accounts f o r 
seven of his 


thirteen cards. 


There is also a strong pre- 


sumption that South has exactly 
four clubs, not only because he 
bid the suit but because 
he 


would most probably have rebid 
a 
notrump 
over 
the 
spade 


response with 3-3-4-3 distribu- 
tion. He cannot have five clubs 
because that would give him a 
singleton heart — also impossi- 
ble on the bidding. 


It t h e r e f o r e follows that 


South's distribution is 3-2-4-4. So 
at trick two you shift to a low 
heart, which West wins with the 
queen. He loads back his fourth 
best heart, to which you follow 
low, and South must now go 
down one.
